Pushing Huge Task Of Digging Out In City And County

Over 33 Inches Of 
Snow Came Down 
In Local Storms 


City and State Highway de­ 
partment crews were today 
fighting a g a i n i n g battle 
against the storm which has 
blanketed the local area under 
three feet of snow, but it has 
been an exhausting fight, and 
at times seemed almost a hope­ 
less one. 
Snow, which started falling 
early Friday morning, con­ 
tinued unabated for 30 hours 
before it eased off temporar­ 
ily, and has continued to fall 
intermittently since that time. 
Just exactly how much fell will 
probably never be known, as the 
snow has melted a little under­ 
neath, due to the warmth of the 
ground and the weight of the snow 
as it continues to fall packs it 
down. It would be safe to say, how­ 
ever, that the downfall has mea­ 
sured 36 inches. 
Paralyzed Traffic 
For a time the snow completely 
paralyzed all kinds of traffic ex­ 
cept foot traffic, and the going was 
mighty tough, especially for those 
who had to break a path. There 
was some drifting late Saturday 
night and early Sunday morning as 
the wind rose. 
Church services were suspended 
in all but a very few Protestant 
churches.

HARRISBURG, Nov. 27. — The 
commonwealth today «ped aid to 
storm-stricken western Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
The death toll already exceeds 
20 in the state. 
Gov. James H. Duff proclaimed 
the closing of banks in 17 western 
counties today and tomorrow be­ 
cause of heavy snow which virtual­ 
ly paralyzed traffic, communica­ 
tions and business operations. 
The governor emphasized that 
he had not proclaimed a state of 
emergency because it was a matter 
for local consideration but admit­ 
ted the situation was “beyond any­ 
thing you can contemplate.” 
He authorized State Police Com­ 
missioner C. M. Wilhelm to close 
state liquor stores and taprooms 
wherever necessary. 
Wilhelm, who will act in the gov­ 
ernor’s name, said he would be 
guided by local conditions. 
Duff, who returned 
Saturday 
night from Florida, called a special 
news conference, at the state cap- 
itol Suilday afternoon to report the 
commonwealth’s plans for aid to 
strocken areas. Earlier he con 
ferred with Wilhelm, State Adj 
Gen. F. A. Weber and other offi­ 
cials.

An eight-state area today threw 
an estimated 500,000 men into the 
task of digging out trom the 
debris left by the “most violent” 
storm ever recorded in the north­

At least 82 persons lost their 
lives in New York, New Jersey 
and the six New England states. 
The weather turned from cold 
to comparative mild but light snow 
and showers were predicted to 
range the eight-state area later 
today. 
An estimated 750,000 dwellings 
were without heat and light due 
to power breakdowns.

buffeting by winds and slashing 
'ains over the week-end was esti­ 
mated at more than $150.000.000. 
Ernest Christie, chief meteoro­ 
logist of the U. S. weather bureau 
in New York, said that “tne great 
land storm was the most violent 
of its kind ever recorded in the 
northeastern quarter of the United 
States.” 
After leaving New York. New 
Jersey and Connecticut, the great 
land storm pounded north into 
Massachusetts,

Hampshire, 
Vermont and Maine where rivers 
overflowed their banks and com­ 
munities

enacted farther south. 


Two Towns In 
Path Of Lava 
From Mt. Etna 


CATANIA, 
Sicily, 
Nov. 
27.— 
(INS)—A fiery stream of molten 
lava from Mount Etna, Europe’s 
highest volcano, moved on today 
toward two tiny Sycilian towns 
Their 2,000 residents stood ready 
to flee at a moment’s notice. 
The molten rock, flowing from 
six vents, slowly moved down the 
eastern slope of the nearly two» 
mile high peak at the rate of 280 
yards an hour. Directly in its path 
stand the villages of Fornazzo and 
Milo. 
As the six streams poured down 
the mountainside they formed 
front nearly 2,900 yards wide. 
If the present rate of advance 
continues, the white hot rock is 
expected to reach the outskirts of 
the villages sometime today. 
The volcano erupted Saturday 
night for the first lime in a year.

VIENNA, Nov. 27.—Voters in the 
Soviet-dominated Austrian state of 
Burgenland dealt a smashing blow 
to Russian prestige today by oust­ 
ing from power the country’s last 
13 Communist mayors, and giving 
the Reds less than three per cent 
of the popular vote. 
The balloting was considered the 
first real indication of sentiment 
toward Russia since the outbreak 
last 
month 
of 
Soviet-instigated 
riots throughout Austria. 
Reds Routed 
Final official returns from the 
municipal elections in the tiny 
state that adjoins the Hungarian 
border show that the Communists 
garndered only 4,612 votes out of 
the more than 157,000 that were 
cast. 
Besides losing the last 13 Rus­ 
sian-appointed mayors in the occu­ 
pied country, the Communist party 
was only able to elect 39 council- 
men to office against 2,282 for the 
Conservative Peoples’ party and 1,- 
543 councilmen for the Socialist 
party. 
In the first free municipal elec­ 
tions since after the war the Peo­ 
ples’ party rolled up 84,802 votes, 
the Socialists 68.088 and the Com­ 
munists 4.612. This was a drop of 
195 votes for the Communists since 
the last election.

began to dig out 
today from under a devasting, all 
time record snowfall which was 
officially set at 27 inches. 
The weatherman said the storm 
was passing its way after a con­ 
tinuous deluge of snow that began 
last Friday morning. At 6:00 a.m. 
EST it was still snowing lightly 
in Pittsburgh and light flurries 
were expected for another 24 to 
36 hours. 
But the forecast said new ac­ 
cumulations would be “insignifi­ 
cant,” with the wind gradually 
diminishing. A high of 32 was 
expected today with a low of 24 
tonight and a peak of 34 tomorrow.

DR. BUSH IS GLOOMY 
Dr. Vannevar Bush, atomic scientist, has jlready engaged 
in a great many predictions as to what the next war may be 
like. What he says does not make dheerful reading, and isn’t 
intended to. Its purpose is to stimulate military minds and pub­ 
lic opinion to prepare for the next war, not the last one. 
Dr. Bush’s latest remarks on the subject go beyond the 
military lessons that are being learned in Korea. In Korea U. 
S. ground-support aviation and the U. S. Navy have been vir­ 
tually unopposed. But these are the departments in which Dr. 
Bush fears the Russians have this nation outclassed. 
The U. S. Tactical Air Force, used in support of field 
armies, he considers definitely inferior to wh^t the Russians 
can now put into the air. And he says it may be necessary to 
think about using the atom bomb as a tactical weapon, drop­ 
ping it on large enemy concentrations. 
Such use of the atom bomb would, in fact, seem far less 
unpalatable to most of the people of the world than dropping 
it on cities. The difficulty, as the U. S. Air Force found when 
it tried area bombing in Korea, may be in locating enemy con­ 
centrations suitable for such treatment. 
But if it is true that the atom bomb as a strategic weapon 
may be a disappointment, it might be well to canvass the possi­ 
bilities of using it tactically. 
The defense against strategic bombing is mounting, as Dr. 
Bush points out. Little is known about Russia’s defense prep­ 
arations—though distance alone will make delivering atom 
Ibombs there sufficiently complicated. The public knows that 
•this country’s defenses include radar, air-to-air and ground-to­ 
-air missiles, jets, and so on—on hand or on order. Russia may 
•have gone further. 
There is a possibility, too, that Russia is in position to 
’•challenge U. S. command of the seas, too, despite claims that 
Ihe snorkel will be taken care of. The United States has been 
•too complacent on this point in two wars. The first nation that 
•succeeds—as Germany twice barely failed—in denying the 
seas to the free world will have a tremendous advantage. 
Dr. Bush, unfortuately, is no crank. His gloomy comments 
pmake it clear that no amount of money spent for defense may 
be good enough unless it is directed into the right channels.

It has responded well to allied 
appeals and, demands for rigorous 
opposition to the spread of com­ 
munism; it has accorded a degree 
of cooperation to occupational au­ 
thorities that has no equal in the 
history of wars and their after­ 
maths. 
But the Germans are dubious at 
the present time about rebuilding 
a warrior stature. They are doubt­ 
ful of their future role on the in­ 
ternational scene. 
And their lack of decision has 
not 
been 
aided 
by 
uncertainty 
among the allies, and especially in­ 
ability of the western European 
defense chiefs during their recent 
conference in Washington to work 
out some pinpointed, blue-printed, 
down-the-line scheme of positive 
action. 
The present tightening up of 
American defense forces in Berlin 
and western Germany may prove to 
be an impelling action—a visible 
proof to the Germans that military 
m easures are necessary to prevent 
another and far more explosive 
“Korean incident" from develop­ 
ing on the continent of Europe. 
In any case, it reaffirm s Ameri­ 
can determ ination to maintain a 
strength against possible aggres­ 
sion and may give to the Germans 
an assurance they may have lack­ 
ed in the past.

ALLIED DEFENSE IMPERILLED 


With the stage set for the appearance of the Chinese Com­ 
munist delegation before the United Nations, that body is 
about to have to come to grips with the troubling and danger­ 
ous questions raised by Russian-directed aggression in the Far 
East. 
It is essential that, in the U.N., the issue shall be made 
clear that the war in Korea and other outbreaks in Asia are the 
work of Russia and part of a Red preparation for aggressive 
war in which the fate of Europe is reserved merely for the 
time being, asserts the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
Here is a fact of gigantic proportions which demands res­ 
olute and united action by the free nations, large and small, 
represented at Lake Success. It required particularly that the 
course largely pursued heretofore of leaving most of the job of 
defeating aggression to the United States will have to be 
changed. 
The truth is that the American people and their govern­ 
ment are today confronted with conditions and trends that add 
up to a failure to make any worthwhile progress toward re­ 
arming western Europe, a situation now complicated by unmis­ 
takable signs of a weakening of purpose on the part of some 
Europeans as in Germany—to defend themselves if Red ag­ 
gression strikes. 
In the United States itself the critical problem of creating 
adequate force of trained manpower remains on an indecisive 
basis. Proposals for National (Universal) Military Training, the 
only method by which an adequate Army, Navy and Air Force 
can be provided, have .been left to one side for months. 
America is, nevertheless, proceeding definitely toward a 
goal of more adequate defense, while abroad the situation in 
that respect is anything but satisfactory. The North Atlantic 
. Security Pact, after many months, is still largely a plan on 
paper. No army has yet been created under it. Steps toward 
one have moved with agonizing slowness. 
France, whose rearmament has been retarded by the, 
Indo-Chinese war with the Viet-Minh Communists, is wrang­ 
ling with the United States over proposals to incorporate Ger­ 
man troops in a western European army. French politicians 
have insisted on such far-reaching restrictions that German 
Socialist politicians have seized upon them to build up German 
popular sentiment against rearmament. A result may be to put 
the whole project of strengthening the defenses of western 
Europe in jeopardy. 
That system will have to he changed, with a positive re­ 
vival of the principle of self-help abroad. America must speed 
its own defenses and take vigorous steps to drive home to 
Frenchmen, to Germans—all the peoples of free Europe—that 
their stake is as great as ours, and the duty as vital, to preserve 
peace and freedom from the Red menace.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The 
great Chinese puzzle has baffled 
more people in W ashington than 
anything that has happened in a 
very long time. Even the most 
confident experts in and out of 
government have hesitated before 
the enigma of the behavior of the 
Chinese Communists.

Washington know what has actual­ 
ly happened. The best informed 
belief is that negotiations at sec­ 
ond or third hand were carried on 
in greatest secrecy with the gov­ 
ernm ent in Peiping. In any event 
assurance

United States would consider cre­ 
ation of a buffer zone along the 
M anchurian-North Korean border. 
This may or may not have been 
the reason why the Chinese troops 
in Korea withheld their fire as 
United Nations forces approached 
the border.

Dulles Played Leading Part 
In all this John Foster Dulles, 
Republican adviser to the State 
Department, has played a leading 
pari.

of State Dean Aeheson. 
Likewise in preparation for the 
discussions with the Chinese Com­

Just Let Him Go 
WASHINGTON, Nov 27. 
Once the theory held that the Supreme Court of the United States 
was the top of ali our American governmental institutions, the highest 
it was possible to get. Aloof from polities, far above partisanship, 
beyond reach of sinister influences or selfish ambition, it was more 
revered than the presidency and the Chief Justice a more distinguished 
figure than the President himself. 


That used to be the theory but it is not so now. It has not been 
possible really to revere the Supreme Court since the late Mr. 
Roosevelt began in 1937 to pack it with highly partisan politicians and 
followed this exceedingly reprehensible practice by ifor personal and 
political reasons of his own» detaching justices from the bench for 
nonjudicial service abroad. He was firm ly told by the late Chief 
Justice Harlan Fiske Stone that this was a serious handicap to the 
court in its work; that in addition it was derogatory to its dignity and 
clashed with its traditions. The Chief Justice himself flatly refused to 
accept one of these presidential assignments. 


Notwithstanding this rebuke. Mr. Roosevelt not only pursued the 
practice of detaching a justice at will, but further loaded the court 
down with New Deal politicians with whom he frequently conferred 
on m atters far removed from tht courts’ recognized field. So far as 
appointments are concerned. Mr. Truman has followed the Roosevelt 
line, his most recent being that of Mr. Sherman Minton, an Indiana 
politician of extrem ely pronounced partisanship and limited judicial 
qualifications. Also Mr. Truman has evinced, the same disposition to 
detach so enthusiastically cherishei by his predecessor. For example, 
it will be recalled that last year he had the slightly silly idea of 
detaching Chief Justice Vinson and sending him to Russia to see Stalin.

A great deal of publicity was given this project, but not many

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Production Of 
Wool Climbing 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27—i INS) 
—World production of wool, spur­ 
red b> high prices, is climbing 
sharply again this year. 
The Department of Agriculture 
estimates 1950 output at approx 
imately 
four 
billion 
pounds, 
a 
figure approaching the peak pro­ 
duction of World War II years. 
This year’s estimate is an in­ 
crease of 140 million pounds over 
last year's production, and some 
21 million pounds above an earlier 
estimate 
by the National Wool 
Study Group. 
Broken 
down, 
the 
f i g u r e 
amounts to one billion 350 million 
pounds of merino and one billion 
790 million crossbred. Coarse or 
carpet wool makes up the balance 
of the four-billion total. 
Big; Reason 
A big reason for the increased 
production is the upward trend 
in wool prices, but another im­ 
portant factor has been the weath­ 
er, highly favorable to wool grow­ 
ers much of the year. 
An interesting sidelight to the 
world picture is the fact that pro­ 
duction outside the United States 
this year is the same as the all- 
time record year of 
1941. But 
U. S. output this year is estimated 
at only 272 million pounds—down 
a million from last year and little 
more than half the 1941-45 aver­ 
age of 457 million pounds pro­ 
duced in this country. 
All of which illustrates the in­ 
creasing dependency of this coun­ 
try upon foreign wools. 
Elsewhere in the world, econo­ 
mic factors have been in favor 
of increased wool production in 
most countries since the end of 
the war. But the notable excep­ 
tions are the United States and 
Canada—where 
output 
has 
de­ 
clined steadily from year to year.

Control Law 


To Be Extended 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(INS) 
— Senate leaders predicted today 
that the rent control law will be 
extended for at least two months 
and that any new act would be lim ­ 
ited to defense areas. 
The present law will expire Dec. 
31 unless renewed. 
Chairman Maybank (D) S. C., 
of the Senate Banking Committee, 
observed that many cities them ­ 
selves have failed to act to extend 
the federally-enforced regulations 
and added: 
' They should know better than 
we do in Washington whether they 
want rent control or not. But I 
think Congress wfll continue the 
present law for at least 60 days. 
"That will be fair to everybody. 
But. if the 82nd, Congress desides 
to write a new law, I will support 
a move to limit it to areas where 
the defense program is causing an 
expansion—either because of m ili­ 
tary camps or expanding defense 
production.” 
Sen. Douglas • !>» 111., said that 
both the extension and the na­ 
tional defense emphasis are “sen­ 
sible" but added that Congress 
should go a step further. 
The senator said: 
"We should let the present law 
continue on a more or less per­ 
manent 
basis—that is. that 
the 
decision should be made on the 
local level but enforced by the 
fedbral government. 
“Then, we should provide for 
federal decision in defense areas. 
But I believe we should limit that 
to areas where there is a definite 
expansion of defense efforts.”

claimed today that Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents dismissed 
as fantastic a five-month advance 
warning of the Island’s October 
revolt. 
Officials claimed they intercept­ 
ed a letter sent to a Nationalist 
party leader promising the sup­ 
port of 1,000 Rio Piedras prison 
inmates in an uprising to free 
Puerto Rico from U. S. control.

that its pilots have dropped 17.500 
tons of fire bombs over enemy 
lines since Nov. 5 in preparation 
for the UN offensive now- under­ 
way in Korea. 
The statement was included in a 
lengthy Air Force report covering 
Its operations in the Far East for 
the past 52 days. 
The incendiaries were ten-pound 
gasoline-jelly bombs, one of which 
can spread flames over a radius 
of 50 to 100 yards. 
The fire bombs have been used 
successfully since the start of the

against enemy troops and tanks. 
During the 52 days. Far Eastern 
Air Force pilots flew a total of 
20,000 sorties and fired more than

Truman's Tax 
Plan May Not 
Be Approved 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27—(INS) 
— A House Republican leader said 
there is “a good possibility" that 
President Trum an’s excess profits, 
tax may be scrapped in favor of a 
GOP substitute. 
Rep. Halleck of Indiana said he 
Is inclined to think the House will 
do so. He made this prediction as 
the House Ways and Means Com­ 
m ittee began closed-door delibera­ 
tions on new tax legislation fol­ 
lowing conclusion of a week’s pub­ 
lic hearings. 
The committee hopes to have 
a bill ready for House considera­ 
tion the week of Dec. 4. Halleck, 
who was majority leader in the 
GOP 80th Congress, said the Re­ 
publicans will offer their substi­ 
tute when the bill reachee the 
floor.* 
Halleck declared in an inter­ 
view that the proposal or some 
variation will be offered by Rep. 
Reed of New York. 
Reed is the 
com m ittee’s top-ranking Republi­ 
can. 
An effort to permit testi­ 
mony on his proposal was rejected 
by the group by a s tr a i^ t 15 to 
10 party vote. 
Would Give Choice 
The GOP-sponsored plan would 
give corporations the choice 
of 
paying a 55 per cent regular in­ 
come tax in place of the adm inis­ 
trations’ proposed 75 per cent tax 
on excess profits. The corporation 
income tax rate is now 38 per 
cent. 
Under the Reed proposal, a cor­ 
poration could pay 27 per cent on 
the first $25,000 of its income and 
55 per cent on all income above 
that. 
If the concern preferred to pay 
the 75 per cent excess profits levy, 
its total tax could not be less than 
25 per cent of the first $25,000 of 
its income plus 50 per cent on the 
rem ainder. 
• 
Under the president’s proposal, 
the 75 per cent would be applied 
to all profits in excess of a 1946- 
49 average. 
The average would 
represent 
“norm al” 
income 
and 
these earnings would also be taxed 
25 per cent. The total estimated 
new revenue would be four bil­ 
lion dollars a year to help finance 
the Defense Program.

HARRISBURG. Nov. 27—Earlier 
hours of darkness and dropping 
tem peratures should serve as fair 
warnings of rough weather ahead, 
m otor vehicle owners and opera­ 
tors were advised today by T. El­ 
m er Transeau, director of the Bu­ 
reau of Highway Safety. 
“From the lessons of past win­ 
te r seasons, wise motorists know 
It pays to change driving habits 
and to have their vehicles put in 
shape to drive safely in any kind 
of w inter weather,” Transeau said. 
He particularly urged car and 
truck owners to equalize brakes, 
check headlights and taillights. re­ 
new windshield wiper blades that 
sm ear, examine exhaust systems 
and inspect tires and batteries. 
Any faulty equipment should be 
repaired or replaced without delay. 
“With year-’round equipment in 
good order,” he said, “attention 
should be given to the special 
equipment needed for winter driv­ 
ing. Tire chains should be carried 
in every car. ready for quick use 
whenever severe snow and ice con­ 
ditions develop. 
Tests last winter, 
just made public by the National 
Safety Council, revealed thai spe 
cial winter tread tires do not elim 
inate the need for tire chains on 
snow or ice. Some of those treads 
help a little bit. but their improve­ 
m ent simply is not great enough 
to warrant less care or recommend 
precautions. 
“Defrosting equipment should be 
in condition to keep the outside of 
the winshield free of snow and ice. 
and ihe inside free of frost and 
moisture. 
The heater should be 
checked for efficiency, and to be 
sure there are no leaks, to insure 
comfort in sub-zero weather and 
to make sure the defroster will 
really work. 
“Accident tabulations, as studied 
by the National Safety Council, 
have shown that the winter auto 
death rate rises 24 to 53 per cent 
over the summer rate in the 36 
states having ice and snow. Let’s 
all drive carefully this winter. The 
extra precautions we take in driv­ 
ing will mean lives saved and those 
lives can include our own.”
